The State Highway Depart-| 


ment’s proposal to widen the 
Express Highway was strongly 
opposed today by Mrs. Ed- 
ward G. Brungard, director 
of public wealfare, as a further 
“encroachment upon irreplace- 
able” land and recreational fa- 
cilities in Forest Park. 


Views for and against the 
widening proposal were pre- 
sented at a public hearing at 
City Hall. The highway depart- 
ment plans construction of two 
additional traffic lanes on the 
north side of the present ex- 
pressway, between Boyle ave- 
nue and a point west of Tamm 
awenue. 

The 70-foot widening, Mrs. 
Brungard said, would result in 
the loss of 15 to 20 acres of 
park land and the destruction 
ef “valuable recreational fa- 
cilities presently available in 
this area.” The problem of 
traific congestion at the west 
end of the Expressway will be 
solved with the opening of the 
link with the Daniel Boone 
highwey next year, she said. 

Advantage Might Be Lost. 

She also argued that con- 
struction of the two additional 
lanes would open the express- 
way to truck and bus traffic, 
with the probability that the 
entire advantage sought by the 
widening would be lost as a 


result of an increase in the 
number of vehicles. 
Speaking in behalf of the 


city division of parks and recre- 
ation, which is in her depart- 
ment, Mrs. Bryngard declared: 

“To me the question becomes 
—shall this community approve 
the addition of two lanes to the 
Red Feather Expressway to 
provide relief for the conges- 
tion of westbound traffic dur- 
ing one peak hour, and through 
this construction lose forever 
the benefits of this irreplace- 
able park land. I feel the an- 
swer should be a resounding 
no.” 

She declared the division is 
strongly opposed to the “use 
of one square inch of park 
acreage for any but park and 
recreational purposes.” She 
pointed out it has become in- 
creasingly difficult and expen- 
sive to acquire property for 
city park purposes, and in view 
of this ‘“‘we cannot complacent- 
ly stand by and permit the 
continued grabbing of our park 
land.’ 

Not Discussed With Tucker. 

Later, Mrs. Brungard told a 
reporter she opposed the pro}- 
ect on her own, and had not 
discussed the matter with 
Mavor Raymond R. Tucker 

The hearing was conducted 
before Myer Ableman, the 
highway department's urban 
engineer for St. Louis and St. 
Louis county. In an opening 
statement, Ableman reported 
the pending plans were pre- 
liminary and subject to change 
He said, however, there were 
three reasons why the two ad- 
ditional lanes had to be con- 
structed to the north of the 
present expressway. 

These are, he said: 

1. Insufficient land to the 
south, including the old street- 
car right of way paralleling 
Oakland avenue, to permit con- 
struction of two additional traf- 
fic lanes 

(2) The

be extended to the south with- 
out relocation of Oakland ave- 
nue and the taking of Deacon- 
ess Hospital property.

Has No Time to Get ‘Mad’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 — 
President Eisenhower replied 
to criticism by former Pres- 
ident Harry S. Truman today 
by saying he had too much 
sense to waste time getting 
“mad” at anyone. 

The President made _ that 
reply at his press conference 
when asked for comment on 
Truman's remark Monday that 
Mr. Eisenhower had been 
“mad” at him ever since the 
1952 campaign. 

Truman, in a speech at the | 
National Press Club, recalled: 
“] gave him hell in the 1952 


campaign when he didn’t knock | 


Jenner off the platform when 
he called Gen. Marshall a 
traitor, and he’s been mad at 
me ever since.” Truman added: 
“I don't give a damn.” 

The references were to Sen- 
ator William E. Jenner ne 
Indiana, and Gen. George C 
Marshall, Army Chief of Staff 
in World War Il. 

Scowling and his

hower said he always—before, 
during and after the war—had 
declared his admiration and re- 
spect for Marshall. He added

The President continued that 
to say he ever stood still while 
any man in his presence was 
reviling Gen. Marshall is not 
tfue.

Imstallation of fire doors, 
sprinkler systems and exterior 
fire escapes will be recom- 
mended in all older public 
school pouildings in the Web- 
ster Groves school district, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 


Meanwhile, St. Louis county 
Fire Marshal John Moedy con- 
tinued inspections today of 
scnool buildings in wunincor- 
porated areas. Yesterday Moody 
reported finding fire hazards 
in six schools. He plans to 
ingpect all of the approximate- 
ly 50 public, parochial and 
private schools in unincorpo- 
rated areas. 

At Maryland Heights Junior- 
Senior High School, Shumate 
avenue and School drive, 
Moody found today what he de- 
scribed as a serious fire hazard 
in the boiler room. 

Noticing that the boiler door 
was held shut with a piece of 
wood, he asked the custodian 
for an explanation. Moody was 
told the door pops open unless 
something is placed against it. 

The fire marshal said this is 
caused by improper combus- 
tion of fuel and recommended 
that the condition be corrected 
immediately. 

The recommendation to be 
made for safety devices in 


Webster Groves schools will be | 


made when inspections now 
under way are completed, Fire 
Chief James Yadon of Web- 
ster Groves said. 

He said open stairwells have 
been found in inspections con- 
ducted so far in three elemen- 
tary schools, Bristol, Goodall 
and Avery. He termed open 
stairwells “a hazardous condi- 
tion that should be corrected.” 

Housekeeping Good. 

Yadon noted that all three of 
the schools inspected so far 
are “older” buildings. How- 
ever, he said he found house- 
keeping practices at the schools 
generally excellent. He re- 
ported no hazardous conditions 
other than the open stairwells. 

He said his recommendations 
would be aimed principally at 
older school buildings. Many 
new schools in the Webster 
Groves district are only one- 
story, and are of modern, safer 
construction. 

Bristol, Goodall and Avery 
schools all are two stories high, 
Yadon said. The Bristol has an 
enrollment of 640 pupils; Good- 
all, 462, and Avery, 431. Yadon 
said he expects to complete his 
inspections next week. Part of 
the school district extends out- 
side the city limits of Webster 
Groves. 

Avery school was built in 
1920: Bristol in 1909 with addi- 
tions being made as late at 
1920 and Goodall in 1911 with 
additions in 1928 and 1946 

H. W. Schooling, superin- 
tendent of the Webster Groves 
school district, said the school 
boargl asked Yadon to inspect 
all its buildings as a result of 
the Chicago school fire Dec. 1 
in which 92 persens lost their 
lives. 

He said recommendations 
from Yadon will be studied 
carefully and steps taken to 
remedy hazardous conditions.

From a rich man’s estate to 
a cemetery to a liquor dealer's 
home to a bank to a residence. 


That’s the story of the site at 
the northwest corner of Jeffer- 
son and Franklin avenues, 
where the city now is razing a 
90-year-old structure for wid- 
ening Jefferson. 

Information compiled by Dr. 
William G. Swekosky, St. Louis 
dentist whose hobby is the 
study of old buildings, shows 
that the site once belonged te 
the richest man in St. Louis, 
William Stokes. Stokes was an 
Englishman who came here in 
1819 with 50,000 pounds, ac- 
quired a great amount of real 
estate and lived in luxury until 
a divorce suit stripped him of 
his wealth. 

He gave four acres, includ- 
ing the present Jefferson- 
Franklin corner, to wardens of 
the Catholic Cathedral for a 


, burial ground. When the ceme- 


tery was moved to another lo- 
cation in 1865, the area was 
made into a subdivision for 
homes. Three years later John 


L. Bernecker, a wholesale wine - 


and liquor dealer, built the 
, residence that now is being: 
demolished. 


In 1892, the Jefferson Bank 
rented the first floor and oper- 
ated there until 1919. The 
building subsequently became 
a residence again and changed 
hands several times.

‘Board’s System for 


Control of Buildings 
and Supplies Called 
‘Inadequate.’ | 


The Board of Education's ac- 
counting system for the control 
of building maintenance sup- 
plies and labor is “inadequate, 
burdensome and outmoded,” a 
firm of certified public ac- 
countants reported last night 

The criticism was made in a 
report submitted to the school 
board by Fox & Placht follow- 
ing the annua] audit for the 
fiscal year ended last June 30. 
Audit of school finances by an 
outside agency is required by 
law and the firm is selected by 
the Mayor. 

Noting that records and ac- 
counting data in the shops divi- 
sion are kept “with manual 
labor,” the report said mechan- 
ical and electronic processing 
equipment is needed “to have 
effective internal control on an 
economic basis.” 

The accounting firm said: 
“The installation and use of a 
mechanized punch card system 
of inventory record keeping is 
not only desirable, but neces- 
sary, in order to increase the 
speed and efficiency of sup- 
plies accounting and at the 
same time reduce costs. 

“A tabulating card system | 
will . .. speed the recording of 
purchases, the movement of 
materials to and from store- 
rooms and will rapidly and ac- 


f' curately summarize all activi- 


ties for a desired period.” 

The report concluded by say- 
ing that a cost system for ac- 
counting for materials used on 
jobs and for labor is needed to 
establish “internal controls” 
over these items. 

Similar recommendations 
have been contained in reports 
by Fox & Placht in previous 
years but they have been ig- 
nored by the board. In 1954 


- a Chicago firm of consultants 


was hired to study the school 
ac- 
tivities and recommended 
sweeping changes, including 
improvements in the account- 
ing system in the shops di- 
vision. The recommendations 
were largely rejected and the 
board then undertook its own 
study. 

No action was taken on the 
report last night.

10 per cent in Missouri before 
the end of the month, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 

The Post-Dispatch’s inform- 
ant, who asked that his name 
be withheld, said the figure 
was an average for the state 
and would vary with the 
specific location of the policy- 
holder and the type of risk. 

An ever-worsening loss ex- 
perience, brought about by 
more expensive automobiles, 
higher repair costs, rises in the 
cost of hospital care and rising 
damage awards by juries, is re- 
sponsible for the increase, he 
said. 

State Insurance Superintend- 
C. Lawrence Leggett said 
proposed increases have been 
submitted to his department as 
a matter of information but 
that they can be put into effect 
without approval from him. 

The proposals were submit- 
ted by the National Bureau of 
Casualty Underwriters which 
represents most stock compa- 
nies and some mutual firms 
that write public liability and 
property .damage policies. 

The proposed increases do 
not necessarily apply to the 
mutual and reciprocal insur- 
ance companies, Leggett said. 
stock companies write 
about :15 per cent of the auto- 
mobile insurance in this state.

Urges Progress 


In Achieving of Human Rights 


UNITED NATIONS. N-.Y., 
Dec. 10 (UPI) — Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt and General Assem- 
bly Ptesident Charles Malik ap- 
pealed to people throughout 
the world today to assert their 


rights and dignity as human 
beings 
The two joined their voices 


to a chorus of statements from 
world figures in observance of 
the tenth anniversary of the 
Universal Declaration of Human 
rights. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who played 
a central part in the U.N. drive 
for the declaration, told a spe- 
cial meeting of the General As- 
sembly that it was “‘only a be- 
ginning.” 

“We will not stop until we 
reach what we hope is one of 
the real things that must be 
done. to move forward the 
peace of the world,” she said 

Change in Government. 

“Every nation, I am sure, has 

. among its citizens. people 
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who are dedicated to bring 
about changes if necessary 
within their governments so 
that the human personality may 
develop freely 7 

Malik, of Lebanon, former 
chairman of the Human Rights 
Commission, told the Assembly 
the declaration was “the pri- 
mary and highest international 
authority on human rights of 
this age.” * 

He said that even though the 
United Nations has been un- 
able to write a covenant on the 
rights of man that could be 
signed by member nations, he 
considered the declaration it- 
self, by the fact that it was 
approved by the General As- 
sembly, was “not without some 
legal force.” 

“There is implicit in the Uni- 


versal Declaration of Human 
Rights a mighty ideological 
weapon. Alas, either because

It’s cer- 
tainly possible they will have 
an atomic plane in the air be- 
fore we do, but I think it is 
safe to say that in atomic ailir- 
craft we are with the Rus- 
sians.” 

Floberg made his statement 
in answer to a question about 
Aviation Week Magazine’s re- 
cent article which said the Rus- 
Ssians already have flown an 
atomic aircraft 

A major step in harnessing 
nuclear power for rockets will 
be taken next month when 
Project Rover scientists begin 
testing the Kiwi-A, a nuclear 
reactor that never will go any 
higher than the platform it 
stands on. 

Problem of Containment. 

Schreiber hopes the 6-foot- 
by-6 box will help to solve the 
biggest problem — containing 
the terrific heat generated by 
an atomic reactor powerful 
enough to push a rocket. 

“Our problem is like trying 
to find a bucket that will hold 
a hot acetylene torch,” Schrei- 
ber said. 

Some materials such as tung- 
sten, graphite, molybdenum 
and various metal carbides can 
take temperatures up to 3000 
degrees centigrade without 
softening. 

“This is high enough to en- 
able a nuclear rocket to oper- 
ate in competition with chem- 
ically driven rockets,” said 
Schreiber. “But with nuclear 
energy we could generate heat 
equal to the temperature on 
the surface of the sun, if only 
we had a material that could 
contain it.” 

Because nuclear energy Is 
10,000,000 times more potent 
/per pound than chemical pow- 
er, Schreiber said it may be 
the answer to the problem of 
sending along enough fuel for 
the return trip of space men,

T0 DRAW AGENCY 
INQUIRY REPOR! 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP) 
—The committee that investi- 
gated Sherman Adams, Ber- 
nard Goldfine and the doings 
of federal regulatory agencies 
meets today to decide what 
changes it thinks should be 
made. 

By coincidence, the meeting 
of the House Legislative Over- 
sight subcommittee comes only 
a day after a United States 
grand jury indicted Goldfine, 


a Boston industrialist, for re- | 


fusing to reply to some of the 
committee’s questions. 


The group was investigating 
reports that Goldfine, gift-giv- 
ing, friend of Adams, former 
presidential assistant, got spe- 
cial trmeatment from Govern- 
ment agencies. Adams insisted 
he had asked no favors for 
Goldfine, but resigned. 

Today’s closed session of the 
subcommittee marks the for- 
mal start of work on a report 
summarizing its findings and 
recommending legislation. 

Actually, much spadework 

already has been done by the 
subcommittee staff. Available 
to members are outlines of 
various possible approaches to 
some of the problems the com- 
mittee has cited. These in- 
clude what some committee 
members cail undue friendship 
between some commission 
members and leaders in the 
industries they regulate, and 
private contacts with members 
by persons with cases pend- 
ing. 
One of the proposals sure to 
be considered for inclusion in 
the subscommittee report is a 
uniform code of ethics and pro- 
cedure for the regulatory agen- 
cies. Some have suggested 
even barring contacts with the 
agencies by members of Con- 
gress, where pending cases are 
involved. 

Chairman Oren Harris (Dem.), 
Arkansas, has said the subcom- 
mittee is considering also the 
scope of the agencies’ jurisdic- 
tion; the need for more precise 
legislative standards on such 
things as the award of contest- 
ed television licenses; and the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10— 
The Civil Aeronautics Board 
refused yesieraay to reconsider 
its decision authorizing Trans 
World Airlines to provide new 
commercial air service between 
St. Louis and Miami, Fla 

In an opinion and order sup- 
plementing its decision of last 
Oct. 2, the CAB said no new 
facts had been presented which 
would justify a delay in start- 
ing the new service. Under a 
previous board order, the new 
flights may begin next Tuesday 
or thereafter. 

The board denied petitions 
for reconsideration filed by 
American Airlines, Delta Air 
Lines, Eastern Air Lines and 
National Airlines. The peti- 
tions sought to defer the award 
to TWA or to impose restric- 
tions on it. 

American, Delta, Eastern 
and National have asked the 
United States Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia to 
review the CAB award to TWA 
and to postpone effective date 
of the new service until the 
board’s decision is reviewed. 

Arguments on the petitions 
for postponement are sched- 
uled to be heard tomorrow by 
a three-judge panel of the ap- 
peals court. However, O. D. 
Ozment, CAB assistant general 
counsel said the four petition- 
ing airlines had asked for a 
week's delay of the court hear- 
ing. 

Ozment told the Post-Dis- 
patch the CAB opposes any 
postponement of the court 
hearing and would seek to have 
the arguments heard tomor- 
row as scheduled 

In its opinion and order, the 
CAB said the award of the St 
Louis-Florida route to TWA 
was “reasonable and does not 
amount to an abuse of discre- 
tion ”’ . 

The Oct. 2 decision  per- 
mitted TWA to provide new 
service between St. Louis and 
Miami by way of Nasbville, 
Atlanta and Tampa-St. Peters- 
burg-Clearwater, in compecti- 
tion with Eastern, now the only 
authorized schedule carrier 
on the St. Lovuis- southeast 
route j ; 

In addition, the board also 
authorized TWA to provide 
single-plane service between 
Los Angeles arid Fleridé, hy 
‘ay of Kansas, City and St. 
Louis. The CAB spectfied ‘that 
such flights mist stop at St. 
Louis.

Congressmen Shun Counsel, Says 


Their Consultant, Poet Frost 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 
(UPI) — The consulting trade, 
confided poet Robert Frost, 
has been slow. He has been on 
the payroll since October as 
poetry consultant in the Li- 
brary of Congress but no mem- 
bers have consulted him yet. 


“I've been consulted only 
three times by the White 
House and once by the Su- 
preme Court, and not at all by 
the Congress,” the white haired 
84-year-old Pulitzer prize win- 
ner said. “I think something 
ought to be done about it.” 


Tongue in cheek, Frost re- 
marked that he took the job 
under a misapprehension, he 
said he learned only recently 
that his advice is to be sought 
only on poetry. 


“That's all right,” he con- 
ceded. “But I would like to be 
consulted on everything.” 


Frost said he called yester- 
day’s press conference in the 
Woodrow Wilson room of the 
Library of Congress to drum 
up business. A roomful of re- 
porters obliged with questions 
on unpoetic topics like inte- 
gration of schools. 


Looking a little tired at the 
start, Frost’ blossomed under 
the friendly inquesition. 

What the Supreme Court 
wanted to know, he disclosed, 
was what it was he once said 
to the late Justice Benjamin 
N. Cardozo. 

“I said the Supreme Court 
would bear watching,” he said 
he replied, “because it might 
lose the distinction between 
being referee and a handicap- 
per. I draw many of my meta- 
phors from sports.” 

No sports reporters, appar- 
ently, were present, The avail-

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Dec. 10 (UPI)—The free world 
marked Human Rights day to- 
day with a new drive to con- 
demn Russia for its continued 
“repression in Hungary of fun- 
damental rights of the Hun- 
garian people.” 

The western powers released 
the text of its resolution on the 
tenth anniversary of the uni- 
versal declaration, signed by 
Russia, guaranteeing the rights 
of man. 

The United States, Britain, 
France and Australia _ were 


rounding up sponsors asking 
the General Assembly to ap- 
point an agent to keep close 
watch on the situation in Hun- 
gary. U.N. reports say Russian 
repressiog never has let up 
there since Soviet troops 
crushed the revolt of 1956. 

The measure was expected 
to be put directly before the 
General Assembly later this 
week. It was certain to bring 
fireworks from Russia and its 
satellites.

The measure was expected 
to be introduced tomorrow in 
the Assembly's main Political 
Committee, where veteran 
diplomats predicted it would 
fail to get the two-third ma- 
jority needed for final ap- 
proval in the Assembly. 

Late yesterday, the Security 
Council recommended the ad- 
mission of the African state of 
Guinea as tle U.N.’s eighty- 
second member. The Assem- 
bly, which votes in new mem- 
bers on the recommendation of 
the Council, was expected to 
act on Guinea’s application 
Friday. 

Russia used its eighty-sixth 
and eighty-seventh vetoes to 
block similar recommendations 
for the Republic of (South) 
Korea and South Viet Nam. It 
marked the fourth time the So- 
viet Union had blocked the 
two countries from U.N. mem- 
bership.

EX-PUBLISHER JOHN FOX 
| WINS BIG TAX REDUCTION 


| WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (UPI) 
|—Former Boston publisher 
John Fox today won a major 
‘legal victory which will have 
the effect of sharply reducing 
the Government's $1,000,000 
tax claim against him 

The United States Tax Court 
cleared Fox of civil charges 
that he had been negligent in 
preparing several income ‘tax 
returns and that he intention- 
ally disregarded Internal Rev- 
enue Service rules 

The court, in an opinion by 
Judge Norman Titjens, directed 
the service to recompute Fox's 
tax debt. It originally claimed 
Fox owed $1,076,000 in unpaid 
taxes and penalties for the 
years 1949-53. 

The effect of the court's rul- 
ing will be to reduce this great- 
ly, but officials said they would 
have no estimate of how much 
| Fox’s new tax bill might be for 

some time. 

The tax court upheld Fox in 
rejecting IRS claims that $175,- 
565 in stock dividends and 
$216,152 from gas sales were 
income to Fox personally and 
not to the now-defunct Post.

A high school graduate and 
owner of a 240-acre farm, Sel- 
lers told the commission he had 
made six attempts to register | 
since 1954 and still was not on | 


the books, even though he and | 
other Negroes won a Federal 
court case on the matter 


Sellers said he and five other 
Negroes showed up at the reg- | 
istrar’s office in the courthouse 
at Union Springs and were told 
to return the next day. When | 
they did, they waited on a 
bench for an hour 

“One white gentleman came 
up and asked us what was our 
trouble,” he related. The Ne- 
groes said they were there to 
register, 

“You all are citizens al- 
ready.”’ he reported the man as 
saying, “If I were you I would 
go on back home.” 

Request Renewed. 

Sellers said the Negroes went 
home and. then returned to re- 
new their request. This time, | 
he said, a Man came up and 
said: “I thought I told you to 
get the hell qut of here.” They 
departed 

After the federal court di- 
rected the registrars to receive 
all qualified applicants, Sellers 
reported, he made several oth- | 
er attempts but for one reason 
or another has not been suc- 
cessful.

Both the city government 
and Board of Education face 
Sharp decreases in receipts 
from merchants and manufac- 
turers taxes this year, 
reported yesterday.

A Law to Be Repealed 


Your editorial of Dec. 4, “One- 
Sided Penalties,” stated a con- 
sistent position of your paper in 
respect to the unfairness of the 
King-Thompson Law. 


We certainly appreciate the 
recognition of the inequities in 
the law and the tremendous ad- 
Vantage a utility company has 
over its employes during the 
course of contract negotiations. 

Your suggested remedies to 
place the law on an equitable 
basis differ from our viewpoint 
and are not supported by experi- 
ence in other states. We believe 
that this law should be repealed. 
This would place the utility work- 
ers as well as the utility com- 
panies on a real equitable basis 
in respect to free bargaining. 
There can be no substitutes. 

The Taft-Hartley Law with all 
the disadvantages that may be 
contained in it protects the right 
of workers, even in case of na- 
tional emergency, to withhold 
their hire after a specified period 
of time commonly known as a 
“cooling-off period.” 

Utility emploves are no differ- 
ent from people employed in 


other industries. and workers in 
the utility industry should have 


the right to withhold their hire 
in the event they are dissatisfied 
with their wages and working 
conditions and cannot’ reach 
agreement with a utility company. 
The very existence of that right

In the Public Interest 


Although settlement of the miechanics’ 
strike against Trans World Airlines gave rea- 
son to hope that the period of stalled and 
strike-ridden negotiations might soon end, 
matters now look no better. The bitter issue 
of whether the third crewman in the new jets 
is to be pilot or flight engineer and the issue 
of mechanic and foreman seniority continue to 
outweigh wages and other considerations. Un- 
less concessions are made all around, the pub- 
lic is going to suffer even more from dis- 
ruption of a form of esséntial transportation. 

The Flight Engineers’ International Associa- 
tion, which came into being in 1948 and has 
3500 members, feels that it is fighting for 
survival on the issue of whether an engineer 
or a pilot is to occupy the third seat in the 
new jet airliners. The union had demanded 
that: Eastern Air Lines end an understanding 
with the Air Line Pilots Association that the 
engineers must be pilot qualified. Enjoined 
by a federal judge from striking on this 
issue, the union remains out on what seem 
to be economic issues. 

Considerably weaker than the 15,000-mem- 
ber pilots’ union, the FEIA now has the assur- 
ance of a $200,000 loan underwritten by the 
Teamsters’ union. So the Teamsters have a 
fine chance to fish in muddied waters. It 
was not to be expected that the Teamsters 
would overlook a chance to help out against 
the ALPA, with whom they have had differ- 
ences. Nor would they lose a chance to be- 
come more of a power in this rapidly growing 
air transport industry. There is now the 
added issue of what the AFL-CIO will do 
about its bylaw forbidding affiliates from 
having dealings with expelled members—in 
this case, the Teamsters. 

Eastern also still has on its hands the strike 
of its mechanics who have refused a 41l-cent 
increase although another unit of the Inter- 
national Association of Mechanics accepted 
such an increase from Capital Airlines after 
a 37-day strike. It may be that here, as in 
the case of Trans World Airlines, the issue 
of whether foremen are to have their own 
seniority list or continue on the mechanics’ 
list, is the most important issue. 

The American Airlines pilots, who want 
separate contracts for piston-engined planes 
and for jet craft, are enjoined by federal in- 
junction from striking. Here again the third 
seat in the cockpit is plainly the big issue. 
C. R. Smith, head of American, lends support 
to the engineers in asserting that his company 
sees no use for a third pilot. 

Eastern and American seem adamant in 
their stands. So do the pilots and the flight 
engineers in their jurisdictional dispute and 
in their relations with the companies. As a 
good summation there is the comment of the 
federal judge concerned when ALPA sat in 
Chicago waiting to mediate while American 
sat in New York also waiting to mediate: “I 
cannot say too strongly how silly the public 
and the court regard the performance of both 
parties.” 

The jurisdictional and seniority issues, 
which involve several conflicting interests, 
are not the kind which can be settled by 
strikes in which the public is the chief loser. 
The companies and unions owe the public an 
effort to find a settlement in some other way 
—either by arbitration or by the appointment 
of a national commission of impartial experts 
to study the problem and make recommenda- 
tions on the merits. 


Priority for the Courts 

Many newspapermen sincerely contend that 
they should not be obliged to divulge the 
source of any news item under any circum- 
stances. This is understandable. Occasional- 
ly a person will reveal information only on 
condition that his name is kept secret. This 
may be the only way of bringing important 
facts into the open; and if the promise is not 
kept, the newspaperman has lost his source. 

It may happen, however, that disclosure is 
essential to the proper disposition of a crim- 
inal or even a civil suit. If the newspaper- 
man is called into court, does he have the 
right to refuse testimony? With full regard 
for the importance of adequate reporting, we 
believe that there are times when the admin- 
istration of justice takes precedence. 

Marie Torre of the New York Herald 
Tribune was found guilty of contempt of 
court and sentenced to 10 days in prison by 
Federal Judge Sylvester J. Ryan of New York 
because she refused to answer such a ques- 
tion. With only Justice William O. Douglas 
willing to hear her appeal, the Supreme Court 
has now declined to review the case. When 
it was heard on appeal in New York, three 
Federal Court of Appeals judges upheld the 
trial court. One of these was Potter Stewart, 
newest Justice on the Supreme Court. Thus 
12 federal judges have now taken positions 
in the Torre case and only one feels that it 
should be heard further. 

To a considerable extent, the guarantee of 
a free press must cover the gathering of news 
as well as its mechanical publication. Other- 
wise it would be largely meaningless. Yet 
every citizen has a duty to co-operate in the 
administration of justice. No newspaperman 
can reasonably plead that his special interest 
takes priority over the public interest. The 
reporter or editor who would not violate a 
confidence should be very careful about the 
promises he makes. He cannot plead honor— 
or advantage—against justice. 


Chance to Build a Dream 

More or less regularly—about the fourth 
Sunday after Michaelmas in even-numbered 
years—a more or less clarion call is raised 
for a stadium in St. Louis. If 50,000 seats, 
more or less, were built around a playing 
field, we are told, the Cardinals would win 
pennants again, Army and Navy would insist 
on parading their All-Americans along the 
Mississippi, the Olympic Games committee 
would make St. Louis its favorite city, etc., 
etc. Incidentally, crowds would be attracted, 
and the whole downtown area revitalized. In 
all this there is truth as well as imagination. 

The stadium builders now have their big 
chance. Charles L. Farris of the Land Clear- 
ance for Development Authority has proposed 
to the Chamber of Commerce that such an 
arena be built in the 18-block area adjoining 
the southwestern corner of the riverfront na- 
tional park. Parking space would be avail- 
able for the thousands of automobiles to which 
the site would be easily accessible via the 
Third Street, Daniel Boone, Mark Twain, Delta 
and Ozark expressways. What's more, a large 
part of the area already is clear of buildings. 
With the Redevelopment Authority and the 
State Highway Commission sharing a good 
part of the cost of the site, the proposal 
sounds like a bargain. 

Of course, some of the boosters always 


have wanted somebody else to put up a sta- 
dium for them to move into. In any case, the 
site proposed by Mr. Farris—bounded by 
Third, Seventh, Walnut and Poplar—soon will 
be one of the most prominent in the city. It 
will be dominated by the 60-story gateway 
arch, the graceful steeple of the Old Cathe- 
dral and the business buildings beyond. It 
will be seen, day in and day out, by thousands 
of St. Louisans and their visitors. Instead of 
being left to parking lot operators, refresh- 
ment stands and what not, it should be devel- 
oped as Chicago developed its lakefront. 


Showdown in Alabama 


The Justice Department will respond 
promptly and vigorously, we hope, to the 
United States Civil Rights Commission’s re- 
quest for help in obtaining voter registration 
records for six Alabama counties. 

Official after official of state and county 
governments has behaved in a manner which, 
if allowed to stand, would make it impossible 
for the commission to do its fact-finding job. 
A circuit judge who impounded registration 
records of two counties refused to honor a 
subpena. A state attorney general and gov- 
ernor-elect led a performance in which coun- 
ty registrars refused to answer questions, 
probate judges professed not to know the 
election laws, and several witnesses refused 
to take the oath. In general, Alabama officials 
were as reticent and unco-operative as hood- 
lums before the Kefauver committee. 


Yet a sordid story still came out, of 
thousands of American citizens deprived of 
the ballot, on the silliest subterfuges, because 
they were Negroes. Little wonder so many 
state and county officials do not want the 


facts to be known, since they reflect so much - 


discredit on them. 


It is up to the United States Attorney Gen- 
eral now to support the commission by asking 
a federal court to order the witnesses to pro- 
duce the evidence that has been subpenaed. 
We trust the action will be forthcoming in 
such a way as to discourage any further such 
disgraceful performances as those which have 
been taking place in Montgomery. 


Thunder in the Distance 


Mrs. Ray L. Erb of Washington, D.C., na- 
tional defense chairman of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, has launched a na- 
tionwide survey of textbooks to make sure 
that none of them centains anything “inimi- 
cal to the basic principles upon which our re- 
public was founded.” 

It is quite probable that Mrs. Erb and her 
surveyors will cause no great excitement in 
the United States Office of Education or 
among the various state and city. school 
boards. Nevertheless there is a rumble of 
thunder on the left. 

Almost inevitably Mrs. Erb and the D.A.R. 
are headed for a jurisdictional conflict with 
the American Legion. 


21 Months of Police Progress 


A major reorganization of the St. Louis po- 
lice department has been in the making the 
last 21 months in an effort to accomplish 
what on its face seemed almost impossible— 
to make every tax dollar buy improved police 
protection in a period of rising prices and 
increasing crime. 

That the Police Board has made real head- 
way is indicated in part by a departmental 
budget that has been held steady; and in part 
by indications, reported by Governmental Re- 
search Institute, that the increase in crime in 
St. Louis this year will be below the rate of 
increase for the nation as a whole. 

How has this been accomplished? In large 
measure it is because H. Sam Priest and his 
colleagues on the Board have been alert to 
opportunities for applying to the department 
the concept of improving productivity. On 
the advice of experts, including the Research 
Institute, they have provided the force with 
the means for a more efficient use of its 
most costly tool, manpower. 

The department has now fully recognized 
the ability of the automobile to expand the 
range of the individual policeman; coverage 
of motorized patrols in hours when crime is 
most likely to occur has increased by 454 per 
cent. The two-wheeled motorcycle has virtu- 
ally disappeared from the streets. Radio com- 
munication facilities have been expanded, a 
police dog program established, civilians hired 
for jobs that had been absorbing uniformed 
officers and, following statutory changes and 
a comprehensive study of patrol operations 
by the Institute, manpower has been assigned 
on a basis of need. 

Police manpower itself is of a higher quali- 
ty and better trained than formerly, promo- 
tions are being filled on the basis of objective 
examinations; and in October, for the first 
time in years, the force reached full strength 
of the 2010 personnel fixed by law. 

Mr. Priest and his colleagues deserve to be 
commended for the progress they have made. 


The Judge Should Explain 


United States District Judge James Connell 
of Cleveland ought to seize the opportunity to 
appear before the McClellan committee. He 
is not, of course, required to explain or de- 
fend the substance of his judicial decisions, 
one of which was a pro-Hoffa decision in a 
Teamsters dispute at Youngstown, Ohio. Con- 
gress does not have power to call a federal 
judge to account for his rulings. 

But Judge Connell does owe the country an 
explanation of, or an answer to, testimony by 
the Teamster factionists. 

One witness said a Teamster official bought 
a champagne bucket and had it inscribed for 
the judge as a Christmas present. The judge 
has denied receiving it. He ought to repeat 
and amplify this statement under oath. 

Far more important is testimony that Judge 
Connell was a lawyer for the Teamsters be- 
fore going on the bench, and yet undertook 
to decide the Youngstown case involving the 
claims of two Teamster factions and of Hoffa 
vs. the union monitors. 

By what canon of ethics could a former 
union lawyer accept jurisdiction in a case 
involving his former employer? Would a 
former corporation lawyer on the bench be 
justified in deciding a stockholders’ suit to 
oust the management which had once re- 
tained him?

Muzzling the Watchdog 


Why Should Records of Defense Spending Be Kept Secret From GAO?

President Eisenhower has laid 
down the challenge to the Congress, 
the General Accounting Office (GAO) 
and the public. On Nov. 10, 1958, 
he wrote a letter backing the Air 
Force in its refusal to give certain 
reports to the GAO. 


The President has taken his claim 
of “executive privilege” to secrecy 
one more long step, and has declared 
that even the GAO—the watchdog 
on government spending and ac- 
counting methods 
—can be arbitrar- 
ily barred from 
examining records 
dealing with De- 
fense Department 
spending. 

President Eisen- 
hower’'s action has 
been taken in the 
face of the following: provision in 
Section 313 of the Budgeting and 
Accounting Act: “All departments 
and establishments shall furnish to 
the Comptroller General (head of the 
GAO) such information regarding 
the powers, duties, activities, organ- 
ization, financial transactions, and 
methods of business of their respec- 
tive offices as he may from time 
to time require of them; and the 
Comptroller General, or any of his 
assistants or employes, when duly 
authorized by him, shall, for the 
purpose of securing such informa- 
tion have access to the right to ex- 
amine any books, documents, papers, 
or records of any such department 
or establishment.” 


Representative John Moss has 
charged that the law clearly gives 
the GAO access to all records, and 
states that the President has a duty 
under Article II section three of the 
U.S. Constitution to “take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed.” 

The specific problem involves 
GAO access to a 62-page Air Force 
inspector general report dealing 
with the operations of the ballistic 
missile program.

Or it can be an 
involved, tradition-filled event 
which includes a_ half-dozen 
gunners and twice as many 
beagles. bassets,. or others of 
the small-hound breeds But 
regardless of how rabbits are 
taken. it is a known fact that 
they are taken in greater num- 
bers than any other species of 
upland game.

000,000. It is questionable if 
the take reached such an astro- 
nomical figure but it is an 
acknowledged fact that Miuis- 
souri is one of the outstanding 
states in rabbit population. 

Farm Boys Profited. 


In years gone by Missouri 
had no bag limits or seasons 
on rabbits. They were shipped 
outstate by the tens of thou- 
sands — both dead and alive. 
In a number of states where 
the cottontail demand exceeded 
the supply, it used to be that 
game officials tried to take up 
the slack by importing live- 
trapped bunnies from the “have 
plenty” states. The states on 
the importing end found that 
the non-resident rabbits did 
not thrive in their new terri- 
tory and the importations were 
disappointing. About all the 
good accomplished was that it 
put a lot of Missouri farm boys 
through college. 

The present bag and posses- 
sion limits are 10 and the sea- 
son closes February 28. Quail 
hunters report lots of rabbits 
this year, and for those who 
ere not too particular regard- 
ing the manners of their bird 
degs, a mixed bag of birds and 
bunnies makes for an enjoy- 
able day afield.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 
(UPI)—The Lehigh Valley noi 
road Co., asked the Interstate | 
Commerce Commission today. 
for authority to end all main- 
tine passenger service on Jan. 

2 


In a petition to the ICC, the 
railroad said the losses suf- 
fered by its passenger service 
“have reached proportions so 
huge as to endanger the sol- 
vency of the company and im- 
pair its ability to maintain its 
property.” 

The line proposes to con- 
tinue its more profitable 
freight service. 

An ICC spokesman said the 
commission was almost certain 
to hold a hearing on Lehigh’s 
proposed passenger service dis 
continuance. Commuter groups 
as well as the New Jersey, 
New York and Pennsylvania 
state commissions are expected 
to protest against the move 
_and to seek an ICC hearing. 


Could Block Move 


The ICC can either stand 
aside and let the proposed 
abandonment take effect or it 
can block the move for four 
months pending an investiga- 
tion. If the ICC orders an in- 
vestigation, the railroad will 
have to continue operating its 
passenger service during the 
four-month period. 

In addition to ICC approval, 
the railroad must obtain per- 
mission from the Pennsylvania 
Public Utility commission to 
halt its rail diesel coach service 
between Hazelton, Pa., and 
Lehighton, Pa.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 10. 

UP AND OUT to the stores this morning, discovering 
suddenly there are mighty few shopping days left before 
Christmas. ; 

The town is crowded. Stores are packed. No place to 
park. Elevators jammed. 
“Step back in the car, 
please. Going up.” 

That is the electric ele- 
vator speaking.

C. RAY WASSALL, a Quiet 
Birdman whose flying career 
began in World War I and 
extended through the develop- 
ment of Lambert St. Louis 
Field, will be remembered by 
many air-minded St. Louisans. 
Several weeks ago, I received 
a letter from this old friend, 
who is now living in California. 

His letter was nostalgic, but 
with characteristic modesty he 
failed to touch on the many 
exciting highlights and associa- 
tions of a truly romantic early 
career. 

After writing that he now 
works for Lockheed Aircraft, 
“writing technical orders and 
aircraft service changes for the 
Air Force and Navy,” his 
thoughts turned to Lambert 
Field. 

“I have seen pictures of the 
new Terminal Building, and I 
would like to visit it,”” he wrote. 
“However, to me, the most im- 
portant thing that ever hap- 
pened at Lambert Field was 
the. installation of a water 
faucet at a corner of the old 
hangar. Some of us operated 
at the field for some time with 
no water available. 

“We learned there is no lux- 
ury equal to being able to wash 
one’s hands and having a drink 
of water when you need it. 
Who provided the priceless wa- 
ter? You could guess—‘Doc’ 
Lambert of course.” He re- 
ferred to the dean of St. Louis 
aviation pioneers, the late Maj. 
Albert Bond Lambert, in whose 
honor the field was named. 


Telling of an experience two 
years ago, when he took his 
son for a flight from Van Nuys 
Airport, Wassall expressed a 
wish to fly a jet. 

“But I doubt it would be as 
much fun as the old stuff. The 
real fun was when you could 
sell acrobatic rides, fly passen- 
gers under the Mississippi river 
bridges ($5 extra), roll your 
wheels down the street in front 
of your home, fly to Chicago 
at 100 feet and wave to the 
farmers and their kids. 


“Land on a farm at dusk 
and be invited to stay over- 
night by the fine farm people. 
Sleep in a feather bed; eat 
home-cured ham, with eggs, 
biscuits, wild honey and de- 
licious milk, fresh from. the 
cow. Next morning go to town 
for gasoline and bring the lady 
of the farm a store dress and 
her husband a carton of chew- 
ing tobacco. Those were the 
good old days.” 

Wassall was a close associate 
of Charles A. Lindbergh, Jim- 
my Doolittle, the late Philip

Love, Jim and Mae Haizlip, the 
Robertson brothers, Art Goe- 
bel, Jackson and O’'Brine and 
the many other famous names 
in early aviation. 

Ray was a reserve pilot on 
the Chicago-St. Louis air mail 
route inaugurated by the Rob- 
ertson brothers, William B. 
and Frank. He also _ barn- 
stormed for the Robertsons, 
flying wing-walkers and stunt- 
ing the old-time biplanes. 


An incident he likes to 
tell of barnstorming days 
took place at a county fair. 
Two ladies of the community 
aproached Wassall’s plane. 
One poked the tip of her um- 
brella into a wing, then tri- 
umphantly ovserved to her 
companion: “You see, I told 
you it was made of cloth.” 


It was on the mail flights to 
Chicago that Lindbergh, Was- 
sall, Love, Danny Robertson 
and the late Tommy Nelson 
frequently were forced down 
in some Illinois pasture be- 
cause of engine trouble, low 
fuel or storms. The flyers cul- 
tivated rural friendships, hop- 
ing to find a friend in need 
in an emergency. Springfield 
was a stop on the route, which 
eventually became a leg on the 
now extensive American Ajir- 
lines system, an outgrowth of 
the old Universal Airlines. 


Maj. Wassall succeeded Maj. 
William B. Robertson as com- 
mander of the Missouri Air 
National Guard, then called 
Thirty-fifth Division Air Serv- 
ice. It was at a National Guard 
encampment at Camp Clark, 
Nevada, Mo., in the summer of 
1924 that Wassall took part in 
a bizarre experience. 

The event involved an aerial 
acrobat named Douglas, a 
sergeant in the air unit. Was- 
sall took Douglas aloft as part 
of the Governor's Day program. 
Gov. Sam Baker, hundreds of 
visitors and thousands of 
ground force Guardsmen stood 
open-mouthed as Douglas low- 
ered himself on a rope and 
performed a series of gym- 
nastic turns. 


All went well until it was 
time for Douglas to climb the 
rope and regain his seat in the 
plane. He apparently had over- 
taxed himself; he was too ex- 
hausted to climb the rope. 

Wassall outlined the situa- 
tion to the Guardsmen on the 
ground by means of a note 
dropped in a first aid packet. 
The note suggested the follow- 
ing rescue procedure: 
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Send up a knife to the 
dangling sergeant, who would 
use it to cut the rope, and 
Wassall would drop him into 
the reservoir at the nearby 
Nevada city waterworks. The 
proposal called for precise 


and nervy flying. If it 
failed, and Wassall was 
forced to land, Douglas 


would be dragged to death 
before the plane stopped 
rolling. 


After a hurried consultation 
on the ground, Sgt. Jeddy 
Sharp, a jockey-sized airman, 
volunteered to carry a knife 
aloft. A sharp butcher knife 
was obtained from a mess hall 
and Sharp was tied to the out- 
side strut of the DH-4 biplane 
of Lt. Fred Nelson, the unit 
instructor. 


Nelson, an expert pilot who 
later rose to colonel, maneuv- 
ered Sharp within arm's reach 
of the swaying figure dangling 
beneath Wassall’s plane. The 
transfer of the knife from 
Sharp to Douglas called for 
steady hands. Douglas, des- 
perate by this time, grabbed 
the knife as Nelson banked 
away. 


Wassall, his plane nearly out 
of fuel, turned toward the res- 
ervoir. Iron-nerved Douglas 
made preliminary slices in the 
rope as the JN-4 (Jenny) glid- 
ed toward the water. At pre- 
cisely the right moment the 
sergeant cut the rope and 
splashed into the _ reservoir. 
Wassall shot the throttle for- 
ward and climbed above the 
reservoir wall. 


When Dale (Red) Jackson 


and Forrest O'Brine set out in | 


a St. Louis-made Curtiss Robin 
to establish a new endurance 
record, they selected Ray Was- 
sall to pilot the refueling plane. 
Wassall’s assistant was P. V. 
(Shorty) Chaffee, a _  strong- 
armed mechanic, who handled 
the refueling hose and low- 
ered -supplies 
a bucket attached to a rope. 


Jackson and O’Brine flew the 
Robin over St. Louis and St. 
Louis county until they exceed- 
ed the record previously set 
by their friends, the Hunter 
brothers, of Sparta, IiL Wassall 
and Chaffee took off periodi- 
cally in their heavily loaded re- 
fueler, to fill the needs of the 
flyers and their plane. 


Refueling in the air, then a 
new technique, required a 
steady hand on the stick. Jack- 
son and O'Brine flew that way 
and so could Wassall. Chaffee

stood in an open cockpit toward 
the rear of the fuselage of the 
refueler, somewhat like the 
fireman on the rear step of a 
pumper. From this point he 
lowered the refueling hose to 
one of the men in the Robin, 
who held the line in the gas 
tank until the fuel transfer 
was completed. Food, milk, wa- 
ter and other necessities then 
were lowered in a_ bucket. 
When the job was finished the 
endurance flyers were in shape 
for another few hours in the 
air. 


The endurance flying rage 
attracted crowds of specta- 
tors, day and night. Lambert 
Field was a focal point for 
night-riding motorists, who 
hovered near the small tent 
city that sprung up as flight 
headquarters. A crowd of 25,- 
000 persons was on hand 
when the flyers landed on 
Aug. 17, 1930, after 647 
hours 2844 minutes in the 
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air. Their contracts for tn- 
dorsements and appearances 
exceeded $30,000. There was 
a downtown parade in their 
honor, in which Wassall and 
Chaffee also were honored. 


Following the barnstorming 
days and the endurance flight, 
Wassall became a test pilot for 
Curtiss planes and also served 
as acting chairman of the 
Municipal Airport Commission. 
He entered the business side of 
aviation as operator of Curtlss- 
Steinberg Airport on the East 
Side. 

Depression years took their 
toll of the flying business. 
Wassall augmented his income 
from the relatively few private 
flyers housing their planes at 
Curtiss-Steinberg airport by 
raising bumper wheat crops, 
on a share basis with a farmer. 
Until the wheat was cut late in 
June, landings could be made 
only on the runways, “Farm- 
er Ray” would not hold still 
for any landings in his wheat. 

When World War II broke 
out, the Government took over 
Curtiss-Steinberg Field as a 
primary training field. Wassall, 
Danny Robertson and the late 
Frank Dunn were among the 
civilian instructors hired to 
teach young cadets the art of 
flying. The Air Force was im- 
patient and a kid had to solo 
in nine hours-or face a wash- 
out ride. 


Wassall, who had survived 
the same sort of training in 
World War lI, felt that, in some 
respects, the impatience was 
unfair and wasteful. He con- 
tended that four of every five 
“washouts” would have made 
the grade with a little more 
time and patience. His attitude

NEW YORK, Dec. 10. 

THE DEMOCRATIC ADVISORY COUNCIL has put 
out a program for legislation that will probably be diffi- 
cult for the southern Democratic leaders in Congress to 
accept.

ATTORNEY GENERAL WILLIAM P. ROGERS was 
reported on Monday to have warned the South that persist- 
ing in certain old-time customs might lead to some unfor- 
tunate economic difficulties. 

It would be difficult, for instance, for the Federal Gov- 
ernment to establish and expand plants and facilities in 
areas where prejudice is widespread and schools and other 
public conveniences are not available to all our citizens. 

It is not only the Government that is going to find this 
difficult. I was told the other day by someone from the 
North, who has recently taken a position in a southern col- 
lege, that he found it easy to buy a house because so many 


people were leaving the South on account of difficulty they | 


found in educating their children and very often in running 
their businesses. 


If this really continues, the South may find a 
tremendous exodus, not only of Negroes but of 
white people, and this will undoubtedly have a se- 
rious effect upon economic conditions generally. 


TODAY I SAW a young woman from South Africa who 
has been staying in various parts of our country, but par- 
ticularly in the South, studying our racial situation in com- 
parison with the South African situation. 

She noticed that white people living in the South with 
liberal tendencies were far more reluctant about stating 
their beliefs than were white people in South Africa who 


differed with their government's policy. To be sure they | 


went to jail in South Africa but nobody seemed very much 
troubled about it and their friends rallied to try to get 
them out. 


Here, she said, in the South she found that a 
family that held liberal views on the segregation 
question was ostracized by its neighbors. The chil- 
dren were made to suffer as well as the grownups, 
and the result was that they were much quieter 
in speaking out than were the white people in 
South Africa. 


She found, too, that often even the personal persecu- 
tion was not sufficient. Business pressure would be brought 
and when a man finds himself unable to earn a living for 
his family, it is almost too much to ask that he shout his 
beliefs from the housetops or even express them to those 
who were not in sympathy. 


This whole situation is bad for the United States be- 
eause when any one section suffers we all suffer. Until we 
come to a realization in our southern area it is a part of 
the United States and not set apart in the middle of 
dreamland of its own, I am afraid we are all going to suffer.
